Kratz Is Living > 

in Comfort. 

While Chief of Detectives Desniond and 
Detective Thomas McGrath are speeding 
toward Guadalajara, Mex., in the expecta- 
tion of returning to the United States with 
Charles Kratz as their prisoner, Kratz is 
living in comfort fn the Guadalajara prison, 
and, no longer incommunicado, is discus- 
sing with his callers his plans for settling 
in the Mexican republic. 

Saturday the term of Kratz’s confine- 
ment will cease. On the same day the St. 
Louls officers are expected to reach the 
city and claim him. They have no papers 
with them by which they can make a 
formal demand for the prisoner, and their 
success in getting him will depend on their 
Own tacties and on the spirit shown by the 
Mexican police. 

As Kratz has employed Senor Fernando 
Castanos, the best-known attorney in Gaud- 
alajara, to represent him, he may find re- 
lief from the police by an appeal to the 
courts. The police have shown their sym- 
pathy with the St. Louis officers in their 
desire to capture the risoner, but courts 
are an unknown. quantity.

—CORONER’S VERDICT. 


Husband Who Killed His Wife 
Was Exonerated. 


EXCITEMENT CAUSED TRAGEDY 


HAVE CAUSED ACCIDENT. 


Inquest on Death of Mrs. Nettie Fargo 
Developed Facts as to Her Habits 
From Servants and From 
Her Escort of Tuesday. 


At 11:40 Wednesday a coroner's jury ren- 
dered a verdict Stating that Mrs. Nettie 
Fargo came.to her death Tuesday morning 
through an accident, being shot by her hus- 
band, Harry B. Fargo while he was under 
the influence of violent excitement caused 
by her conduct. 

While the coroner’s verdict exonerated 
Fargo, he is held as prisoner under the es- 
tablished policy of the police department. 

He was returned to the City Hospital, 
and will stay there until the assistant 
prosecuting attorney has time to examine 
the record of the coroner's inquest. The 
time consumed depends entirely on the 
coroner’s stenographer. It may be a week 
or 10 days before final disposition is made 
of the case. 

Wilbur Davis, the man who accompanied 
Mrs. Fargo home on the night of her 
death, was released by the order of the 
coroner. 

At the inquest into the death of Mrs. 
Fargo, Pearl Speeks, the negro servant girl, 
testified that she was responsible for the 
failure of the telegram, sent by Mr. Fargo, 
notifying her that he was coming home, to 
reach Mrs. Fargo. 

“There was nobody at home when the 
telegram came,’’ the witness said, “and the 
daughter of the lady, who lives upstairs, 
signed for it at 5:80 o’clock. When I gut 
back at 6:30 o’clock from the park, .where 
I had taken the children in the afternoon, 
the telegram was given to me. I didn’t 


open it. 

“Later in the evening I went downtown 
with the children to meet Mrs. Fargo, but 
I forgot to give her the telegram. She 
never saw it. I didn’t know what was in 
it until I got home and Mr. Fargo told 


me.”’ 
In examining the witnesses Deputy Cor- 


oner Fitzsimmons asked each of the wit- 
nesses who viewed Mrs. Fargo'’s body 


the purpose ng to secure evidence fe- 
garding Mr. Fargo’s contention that his 


wife was shot by accident. : 

The Speeks girl and Dr. Robert Lewis of 
s% Clarendon avenue the first two wit- 
nesses, said they did not notice any powder 
burns on Mrs. Fargo’s dress. . 

Mr. Fargo sat through the inquest, sur- 
rounded by several friends. His injured 
foot reposed on a_ chair in'front*of him. 
He was calm and composed before the in- 
quest began, but several times after the 
witnesses commenced reciting features of 
his experience Monday night, he buried his 
face in his hands. 


Husband Was 
Moved to Tears. 
Only once were tears visible in his eyes. 
This was when the negro girl said that 
Mrs. Fargo had said after being upbraided 


by her husband: 
“T know I'm not good enough for you, 


Harry.”’ ‘ 

The space within and without the railing 
in the coroner's office was crowded during 
the hearing. ! 

Clerks from municipal offices helped to 
swell the audience. 

Policeman Hughes of the Tenth district 
stated that he took the unopened telegram 
referred to by the negro girl to the Easton 
avenue station, where it was opened by 
Lieut. Schwartz. The telegram was dated 
at Pana, Ill., and read: 

‘Will return at 5:30 this afternoon. Am 
very sick. Meet me at Union Station. 

“HARRY.” 

The other witnesses told portions of the 
story of Mrs. Fargo's death, already print- 
ed in the Post-Dispatch. 

Detective Richard Joyce testified that he 
had arrested Wilbur Davis, a waiter at 
the Louisiana Cafe, Seventh and _ S8t. 
Charles streets, and that Davis had admit- 
ted being the man who escorted Mrs. Far- 
go home Monday evening and at whom Mr. 
Fargo shot 

Davis next took the stand. He gave his 
address as 1120 Locust street. He is a 
rather good-looking youth, with heavy 
light-brown hair combed high up from his 
forehead. 

He said Mrs. Fargo had been at the 
Louisiana Cafe afternoon and evening Mon- 
day, alternately os bottles of beer 
and going out to telephone. 

“She was in a terrible state about half- 
past 11 or so,": he said, “and asked me to 
take her home. I said I would. I put her 
on a Suburban car, helped her to a seat, 
and stood on .the back platform. She 
bobbed around in the seat with her hat fal- 
ling all over her face. She rang the bell 
when we got to Clarendon avenue. I lifted 
her out of the seat, and off the car, and 
helped her to the house. 

“On the sidewalk in front of th@ house I 
said ‘good night.’ As I turned to go down 
the street I heard Mrs. Fargo say, . ‘Oh, 
Harry,’ and I saw a man in his shirtsleeves 
with a revolver. 

“‘“Come here,’ he shouted at me. I was 
astonished. Then he level the revolver at 
me and I ran. I heard a bullet whiz by 
me and I kept on running. I lost my hat 
and tore my pants, but I kept on running. 
i didu’'t know what was the matter. 

Davis said Mrs. Fargo had visited the 
“Toutsiana”’ at ‘all hours’ of the day and 
night. 

Mrs. Bliza Bailey, negro. washerwoman 
for the Fargo faulty, was the last witness. 
She related with much detail how Mr. Far- 
go had come home last Thursday afternoon 
and found his wife absent and how she 
(the witness) and Pearl, the housegirl, had 
gone to the ‘“‘Louisiana” and induced her to 
return home. Mrs. Balley said that Mrs 
Fargo was afraid to face her husband and 
implored her (Mrs. Bailey) to go to her

LONG RECEIVES A REPORT 


CAPT. DAYTON CAN’T TELL ALL 
BY CABLE. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—Secretary Long 
has received the following cablegram from 
Capt. Dayton of the cruiser Chicago, dated 
Venice yesterday, in answer to the de- 
partment’s inquiry:

ROME, April 30.—The officers of the 
United States cruiser Chicago, who were 
arrested at Venice, remain in prison there. 
An application for their discharge has 
been rejected. 

The Italian law does not allow the court 
to grant pardon in cases of assaults on the 
police. 
Some of the newspapers mention. the 
lynchings of Italians in the United States 
as sufficient reason for a refusal, of royal 
clemency. 

It is considered probable, however, that 
the prisoners will be released by order of 
the King June 1, the date of the fete of 
the constitution P 

Capt. Dayton has taken precautions to 
prevent further trouble by ordering his 
men to stay on ship. 

The seamen are in an ugly humor over 
the incarceration of their comrades. 

The Italian press generally is supporting 
the government in its prosecution and im- 
prisonment of the Americans. 

The illusion to the “persecutions of Ital- 
lans in the United States’ in several edito- 
rials has stirred the populace to indigna- 
tion against the Americans who have by 
sparen fallen into the hands of the po- 

ce, 

Resisting authority, always a desperate 
offense in the eyes of Italians, has been 
augmented in the cases of the Americans 
because of the rumors that the prisoners 
acted with little regard to the police reg- 
ulations of the country. 

The Americans here fear that the case 
may result in strained relations between 
Italy and the United States. They say 
the attitude of Italy throughout has been 
so lacking in proper courtesy for a friend- 
ly power that the United States may just- 
ly feel that it has been injured. 

The facts of the trouble seem to be 
hard to get. The members of the crew 
say their comrades did not mean to vio- 
late the law, and that Per would never 
have resisted the police if they had known 
a legal effort was being made to take them. 
What wes done, they say, did not merit 
such great severity even under the strictest 
construction of the law. 

Their ignorance of the law and the lan- 
guage and the exGitement that must have 
come over them when! they saw a mob 
rush towards them are eaded by the 
Americans in mitigation of their offenge. 

The government, on the other hand, says 
it cannot take cognizance of these facts, 
as the men clearly violated the police reg- 
ulations and must suffer the penalty for 
such an offen They were arrested, says 
the goveranesss not because they were 
Americans, but because they were law- 
breaker.

SERVE SENTENCES 


IN PHILADELPHIA 


False Alarm of Fire in Fac- 
tory Among 1200 Girls. 


SEVEN LIVES CRUSHED OUT 


MANY, IN THEIR FRIGHT, LEAP 
FROM WINDOWS. 


Hallways and Stairways Packed With 
Frantic Persons Striving to Get 
to Street—Over Twenty 
Persons Seriously 
Injured. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 30.—Scven girls 
are known to have been killed and more 
than a score injured during a panic at 
the cigar factory of Harburger, Homan & 
Co., Tenth street and Washington avenue, 
at 12:15 this afternoon. The company em- 
ploys over 1200 girls. At the hour above 
named a workman employed in the build- 
ing was slightly injured by being caught 
in an elevator. Some persons cried ‘‘Fire!’’ 
and immediately there was a rush for the 
stairway of the building. The crush was 
so great that many of the girls turned 
back and rushed for the windows. Before 
they could be restrained from jumping a 
score or more had hurled themselves to 
the street, several being crushed to death. 

Ambulances were quickly on the scene 
and the dead and injured were hurried to 
the hospitals. 

The section where the accident occurred 
is densely populated and nearly all the em- 

loyes lived in the neighborhood. The 
orms of the dead and injured were quickiy 
on the scene, and the screams of the moth- 
ers and sisters of supposed victims were 
heartrending. 

The police now say that those who were 
killed were crushed to death in the jam 
on the stairway as they made a mad rush 
to in the street. The girls were packed 
in the hallway leading to the street by the 
hundreds and those who were killed faint- 
ed and were tramped and crushed to death 
by their excited comrades. Already there 
have been 20 girls and one man admitted 
to the Pennsylvania hospital, and half that 
number are at the Hahnemann Hospt:al. 
The physicians at the Pennsylvania ospi- 
tal say several of those admitted to that 
institution are fatally injured. None of 
those taken io the Hahnemann Hospital! are 
believed to be fatally injured.

MAY TAKE DEFINITE ACTION 


CONCLUSION THCUGHT TO HAVE 
BEEN ARRIVED AT. 


Plan Believed to Have Been Framed at 
Washington, Contingent Upon the 
Action Expected to Be Taken . 
Here Today. 


The postponement of the World's Fair 
until 1994 is expeeted to result from action 
to ve taken Wednesday by Congress and 
by the members of the executive commit- 
tee of the board of directors. 

An amendment providing for the changing 
of the date of the Fair has been prepared 
by Congressman James A. Tawney of 
Minnesota, who urges that Congress take 
the initiative in bringing about postpone- 
ment. 

Members of the Senate committee, corre- 
sponding to Mr. Tawney's house committee, 
have taken the opposite view, and say that 
the directors of the Fair must make the 
first move. 

This attitude of the senators gives great 
significance ro the meeting of the execu- 
tive commitiee called for Wednesday af- 
ternoon. 

President D. R. Francis said Wednesday 
morning that he could not anticipate the 
action which the directors of the World's 
Fair would take on the question of post- 
ponement at their meeting at 4 o'clock, but 
that any action which might be taken at 
that meeting would at once be made public. 


CONGRESS WILL 
SUGGEST 1904. 

Secretary Walter B. Stevens said: “I do 
not know ‘what the directors may do at 
their meeting, but there is no reason to 
doubt the authenticity of the Washington 
dispatches which state that postponement 
until 1904 will be proposed to Congress. 

“It seems to me that more is being done 
at Washingion than here in the direction of 
postponement.”’ 

“My Charleston speech states my position 
in that matter,” said President Francis.

The Washington dispatches state that 
Congressman Tawney, the author of pre-

The action 
of Wednesday's meeting of the directors is, 
therefore, awaited in Washington as the 
signal for action on the part of Congress. 


MESSAGE FROM 
CARTER EXPECTED. 

Chairman Carter of the national commis- 
sion is taking a leading part in the deliber- 
ations at Washington, and is expected to 
serve, if necessary, as the intermediary 
between the Houses of Congress and the 
directors. 

The amendment prepared by Mr. Tawney 
to the sundry civil bill will be presented 
to the senators Wednesday. 

It is expected that the matter will be 
brought before the directors by 4 message 
from Chairman Carter, asking whether 
postponement would be opposed by them. 
With a reply in the negative, he will then 
go before the committee of Congress and 
recommend the passage of Mr. Tawney’s 
amendment.
